Tariff Revision Measur? May 
Strike a Snag. 


Two Louisiana Senators Are 
Listed Against It.

WASHINGTON. July 7.-—Forty- 
seven Democratic Senators stood up 
in the party caucus one by one late 
today and declared their intention to 
vote for the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff revision bill as finally approved 
by the caucus a few minutes prev- 
ijously. Two Senators, Ransdell and 
Thornton of Louisiana, stated that 
they would not make such promise 
because of the proposal to place sugar 
on the free list in 1916. Senators 
Hitchcock of Nebraska and Culberson 
of Texas were absent, but both are 
known to be in favor of the bill. This 
gives the Democrats forty-nine votes 
for the bill, or a slender majority of 
one, with the votes of the Vice-Presi- 
dent to fall back on im an emergency. 
An absolutely binding resolution was 
not adopted, the pool by individuals be- 
ing substituted and that poll was put 
only on the ground of personal prom- 
ise and was not made binding. A 
resolution was adopted, however, de- 
claring the Underwood-Simmons bill 
a party measure and urging its un- 
divided support without amendment 
unless such should be submitted by 
the committee. Senator Newlands of 
Nevada cast the only vote against this 
resolution, but Sehators Shafroth of 
Colorado, Ransdell and Thornton did 
not vote. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Resolved, that the tariff bill agreed 
to by this conference in its amended 
form, is declared to be a party meas- 
ure and we urge its undivided sup- 
port as a duty of Democratic Senators 
without amendment. Provided, how- 
ever. that the conference of the 
Finance Committee may, after refer- 


ence or otherwise, propose amend-. 


ments to the bill.” 
KERN HAPPY. 

Senator Kern, chairman of the 
caucus, Mr. Simmons of the Finance 
Committee, who have fought hard for 
the measure, and other administra- 
tion leaders, expressed entire aatisfac- 
tion over the outcome and declared 
their confidence that enough votes 
were personally pledged to assure the 
passage of the measure with free wool 
and free sugar included. 

On this roll call, the Louisiana Sen- 
ators stated that it was not their in- 
tention to support the bill without 
amendm: at. Senator Newlands. said 
that he had not definitely made up 
his mind as to certain amendments 
he might urge, but declared it was 


his intention to stand by the party' 


measure. Senator Shafroth explained 
that he did not want to be bound to 
support the bill but that it was his 
present intention to vote for it. Al 
the other members present, forty- 
five, voted “Aye” on the roll call. 
These, with Senators Hitchcock and 
Culberson absent, but accounted for, 
constitute the Democratic members of 
the Senate, fifty-one. 
SIMMONS SATISFIED. 

“We are satisfied with this show- 
ing.” said Senator Simmons tonight. 
“The Democrats are on record tn sup- 
port of the bill. Forty-seven of them 
answered ‘Aye’ when thelr names 


whre called on the motion to support 
the bill, and two others declared it 
their present intention to support it 
and said that they did not know of 
abything that would cause them to 
vote against the party. No more 
céuld be expected. I am going over 
the final printed draft of the bill for 
corrections, and shall report it to the 
Senate some time this week, Thurs- 
day, if possible. I shall call a meet- 
ing of the full membership of the 
Finance Committee on Wednesday in 
all probability. At any rate the meas- 
ure will be ready for general debate 
next week.” 

“We have got the votes, forty-nine 
of them, without the Vice-President, 
who can be relied upon should an 
emergency arise,’ was the statement 
of Senator Hoke Smith as he left the 
caucus. Senator Kern made public 
a resolution and a statement regard- 
ing the roll call. Senator Newlands, 
in a statement explaining his posi- 
tion, ve evidence of his intention 
to starid by the party. 

“Tt voted against making the bill 4 
party measure,” Senator Newlands 
said, “because while it is superior to 
the existing tariff. it has certain de- 
fects which should be remedied. It 
discriminates against far western 
products. The reductions should be 
apportioned over a period of three 
years, instead of taking effect immedi- 
ately. Further reductions on a silid- 
ing scale should be provided for, par- 
ticularly on food products and cloth- 
ing. There should be a tariff board 
with power to ascertain facts, make 
recommendations to Congress ani 
make further reductions under a rule 
established by Congress. 

“Whilst our duties on sugar and 
wool should be materially reduced, wo 
should not take the risk, by precip!- 
tate action, of readjusting injuriously 
the sugar industry in our insular pos- 
sessions or of checking the beet sugar 
industry or the wool industry of the 
Far West. Such hketion is likely to 
make us dependent on foreign goun- 
tries and ultimately raise the price 
of both sugar and woo! 

“I am opposed to the binding objili- 
gation of a caucus and so voted; but 
I believe in party responsibility and 
while I have protestéd against coing 
too far in Some directions and not go- 
ing far enough in others, I can fore- 
gee no contingency which wil! separ- 
ate me from my party associates in 
legislative action. I trust that dur- 
ine the coming period of protracted 
debate the Democrats will in confer- 
ence improve the bill in the particu- 
lars referred to and I shall use every 
effort in that direction.” 

Before final action on the bill the 
caucus gave concessions to the Sena- 
tors from wool-growing States by 
adopting an amendment making ef- 
fective a provision for free raw wool 
on December 1, 1913, and. the rates 
on manufactures of wool January 1, 
1914. Earlier in the day the Finance 
Committee had voted to recommend 
the dates as October 1 and December 
1}, reapectively, but the caucus voted 
for the further delay. 

This action completed the revision

DOCTOR SCORES 
RURAL SCHOOLS. 


Called Less Healthful Than 
the Average Stable. 


Shows Need of Cultivating 
the Human Stock. 


National Education Council 
Discusses Eugenics. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES} 

SALT LAKE CITY, July 7.— “In 
many sections of the country the aver- 
age rural schoolhouse in relation to tts 
purpose ig not as well kept or as 
healthful as a good stable, dairy barn. 
Pigpen or chicken-house,” declared 
Dr. Thomas D. Wood of Columbia 
University before the National Coun- 
cil of Education in session here to- 
day. 

“Observation of rural schoolhouses 
in different parts of the country,” he 
said, “show many that violate most 
or all of the principles of sanitation, 
and whose existence is a disgrace to 
any civilized community." 

Dr. W. Corwin, University of 
Colorado, made a joint report with 
Dr. Wood on “Health Problems in Ed- 
ucation.” 

In supplementing Dr. Wood's report 
he said: 


“What more could be expected of 
a government that creates a Cabinet 
department for animals but fails t0 
recognize one for man; that appropri- 
ates millions for brute heredity and 
oe or nothing for human eugen- 
FIGURES ON MENTAL DISEASE. 


Dr. Corwin gave figures on physical 
and mental diseases that caused a 
lively discussion. He declared that 
15,000,000 out of 20,000,000 school 
children in the United States are dis- 
eased. He attacked not only the san- 
itation of schools, but surrounding 
conditions. A cesspool of degradation 
exists under the shades of Princeton, 
and similar conditions exist in other 
States, he said. 

“If for the next hundred years our 
schools would discontinue all higher 
and aesthetic education and devote 
all thelr energy to improving the 
human stock, at the end of the cen- 
tury we would find the people not 
only 100 years older, but 100 per cent. 
better, stronger, wiser.” 


FAIRCHILD’'S ADDRESS. 


The National Council meeting pre- 
ceded the opening of the general ses- 
sions at which President Edward T. 
Fairchild of the National Education 
Association delivered his annual ad- 
dress. 

The Panama-Pacific Exposition pre 
sented an invitation to hold the In- 
ternational Congress of Education at 
San Francisco in 1915, under the aus- 
pices of the National Education As- 
sociation, and the board of directors 
recommended that the active members 
authorize the new board to fix the 
place of meeting for that year.

HINKS BANKS 
WILL REOPEN. 


KUHN’S CALAFORNIA AGENT IS 
OPTIMISTIC. 


Declares Irrigation Projects in 
This State Will Not Be Affected by 
Pittsburgh Failure There Will 
Probably Only Be’ a Temporary 
Slowing Up. 


(BY DIRECT WIBE TO THE TIMES. | 
SACRAMENTO, July 7.-——{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Concerning the fafl- 
ure of the banks in Pittsburgh yes- 
terday, which are controlled by the 
Kuhn interests, it is doubtful whether 
any stagnation in western develop- 
ment work will result. Local bank- 
ers either have taken little notice of 
the affair or declare that the failure 
will have no permanent effect in this 
State, if any occurs. 

The Kuhns were fostering the 
Sacramento Valley Irrigation project, 


which has been developed in the 
neighborhood of Wiljows, and it is not 
thought that anything more _ serious 
than a slowing up of the work will 
result. George W. Peltier, manager of 
the California National Bank of this 
city, said today that the closing of the 
Pittsburgh ta@gtitutions is merely a 
formal affair. 

“It was no surprise to us here in 
Sacramento,” he said. “I do not think 
that there will be any permanent ef- 
fect, for the banks are too large to 
become failures. In all probability 
they will be closed for no longer than 
two weeks and will then be re-opened 
under a new management and upon a 
larger scale. This, as I remember, 
was the case of the recent failure of a 
large bank in Kansas City, and I feel 
sure that the work at Willows will 
only be temporarily retarded. Today's 
action was for the sole purpose of 
protecting the depositors.” 

Alden Anderson, president of the 
Capital National Bank, was under «a 
similar impression. Owtng to the fact 
that -the work at Willows is about 
completed, he thought that there 
would be no hardship worked upon 
the Northern California project. - 
“There ie a moral, however, to be 
noticed,” Mr. Anderson said. “The 
beauty of our California laws is that 
nobody is allowed to place their se- 
curities in their own banks. I doubt 
whether there will be any interfer- 
ence.” 

J. M. Henderson, president of the 
Ft. Sutter National Bank, also said 
the Pittsburgh fallures will have no 
noticeable effect in California.

BY INDUSTRIES. 


Spokane Workers to Oppose 
~ Gompers’ Labor Trust. 


Hope to Unite Machinists and 
Kindred Trades. 


Big Eastern Centers Said to 
Favor Amalgamation.

SPOKANE (Wash.) July 7.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] A movement to- 
ward the formation of a big industrial 
union, to be comprised of machinists, 
automobile workers, moulders, fol- 
lowers of all kindred trades and their 
helpers, has been placed under way, 
and it is probable that the various 
unionists of Spokane who are affected 
soon will be asked to consider the 
proposition. 

Should the scheme be carried out 
successfully, according to plans that 
have so far been advanced by its ad- 
vocates, the one big new organization 
will be made to supplant several dis- 
tinct international bodies with which 
metal trades unionists are now affill- 
ated.

This time, however, Langer is going

Just what the Hawalians wl! be 
able to do in the open-water event is 
problematical All of them are used 
t open-water swimming, but not of 
the same sort that we have at Ocean 
Park.. In the first place, the waters 
around Honolulu are so infested with 
sharks that it is almast impossible to 
get out Into the rough water, and also 
the water is much warmer than at 
Ocean Park. 

The race of three-quarters of a mile 
le hardly sufficiently long to cause the 
cold water to affect the Hawalians 
very seriously, but it is certain that 
if 7 is at all rough on the afternoon 
of the race the Hawaiians are going 
to be up against it. 

Almost without exception the Ha- 
wallans use the crawl! stroke, a very 
fast stroke adapted to speed swim- 
ming, but absolutely out of place in 
open-water racing. The crawl! keeps 
the swimmer very low in the water. 
and inasmuch as the whole race ifs 
made paraliel with the breakers they 
are certain to have trouble with their 
‘breathing if it is rough. 


LANGER’S STYLE GOOD. 
On the ather hand, Langer swims a 
peculiar trudgeon stroke which keeps 


hie head well out of the water and 
is exceedingly well adapted to the 
open-water work. This was shown ‘n 
the race lest year, when Langer sim- 
ply breezed in ahead of Pomeroy and 
Towne, both of whom swim well down 
in the water. 

It would seem that Langer has only 
Duke Kahanamoku to fear, ae he de- 
featead the only other Hawalian dis- 
tance man, Wilhelm, in the 8890 at 
San Francisco. The Duke is one of 
those persons whose actions are abso- 
lutely without reason. Instead of let- 
ting us go on with the idea that Lan- 
ger was practically unbeatable over 
the 440 and 880-yard distances, the 
Duke went in the 440 and left Langer 
something like fifteen vards in the 
rear. not to mention breaking the 
“Coast record.

In his present tour of the Coast Mar- 
shall played simultaneously  forty- 
three games in Portland, thirty-eight 
and thirty-one in San Francisco, 
twenty in Victoria, and twenty-six in 
Beattie: a total of about 160 games, of 
which out fifteen were lost. 

Discussing his records with various 
players, Marshall stated that his pref- 
erence is for strong combination play, 
but that in deference to the style in 
vogue among masters Who contend for 
money prizes, he hag altered his meth- 
od to a safe yet attacking style which 
brings more money than a series of 
games risking life or death on single 
combinations, 

Marshall's modern analysis of chess 
openings, recently iasued, gives his 
views and investigations on the most 
practiced openings of the day, some 
of which may be considered among 
the rare departures found in the late 
strenuous competition and analysis of 
masters.

SHAW OF BOSTON: FIVE 
FEET SIX OF DYNAMITE. 


General Secretary of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor Here Sans Prefix, Suffix, Fuss or Feathers, 
but With the Details of Mighty Gathering Already 


at His Fingers’ Ends—H eadquarters Opened. 


mother called him “Bill.” There 

is no handle either in front or 
behind the name of the general secre- 
tary of the United Society of Chris- 
tlan Endeavor. He was a carpet 
salesman before he became a special- 
ist in the religious field and conse- 


“Dr.,” “LL.D.” or anything of that 
sort, as are most world-famous relig- 
ious leaders. 


‘The general manager of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention arrived yes- 
terday morning and took suite No. 
561 at the Alexandria, where he will 
have his headquarters when he is not 
on the job at the big tent at Fiesta 
Park. Men and women from the far 
corners of the earth will meet in his 
rooms. There will be a congress of 
nations there. 

A little brown Japanese drifted into 
Shaw's quarters yesterday afternoon. 
He was T. Sawaya, field secretary of 
the Japan Union of Christian En- 
deavor. The men of two nationalities 


fell into each others arms like long 


lost brothers. They had traveled to- 
gether in Japan and had not met 
since they parted on the other side of 
the Pacific Ocean. 
“Can't I eat pickled lotus leaves 
and sleep on the floor” Shaw inquired 
of Sawaya for the benefit of the 
other cuests In the room. 
“You certainly can,’ replied the 
oriental. “I saw you do,it. And you 
can eat rice with chop sticks, too.” 
Before the Japanese left in came 
Rev. W. H. Poai and Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter N. Kahokuoluna,. sewarthy Chris- 
tiahs from Hawalil. Shaw had met 
them on the island and they had 
fought files together there. Their 
meeting was most cordial. 

SHAW IN ACTION. 
Shaw was seen in action both in 
his headquarters and at the audi- 
tortum at Fiesta Park, where the 
great convention opens Wednesday. 
The general secretary is a small man, 
physically—only about five feet six. 
There fs no hair on the top of his 
head to add to his height. 
He seems to be a bunch of energy, 
quick in speech and movement, busi- 
ness like. You fancy that he keeps a 
card index system. His face is not 
“sicklied o'er with the pale cast of 
‘piety’. or anything of that sort. The 
fact that he holds his exalted posi- 
tion is proof that he is a master of 
details. The planning and the man- 
agement of the great international 
conventions of the Christian Endeavor 
are left to him. This is his creed: 
“We are endeavoring to get religion 
down out of the clouds of specula- 
tion, intellectual hair-splitting, and 
sentimental emotionalism that ex- 
hausts itself in feeling, into real life, 
that it may stand for a clear and. 
abiding faith in God and a loving, 
brotherly ministry and fellowship 
with men.” 
It is thirty years since Shaw quit 
selling carpets to help -extend the 
kingdom. When he laid down the 
yard stick there were oaly fifty Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies and a total 
membership of 2500. Now there are 
75.000 societies and 4,000,000. Shaw 
is publisher of the Christian En- 
deavor World, the official publication 
of the organization. His home is in 
Boston. 
“T think it is fair to say that the 
modern young people’s movement was 
born in the mind and heart of Rev. 
Francis Mark.” Shaw continued, 
“when. on February 2, 1881, in the 
parsonage of the Williston Congrega- 
tional Church, Portland, Me., the first 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor was organized. 

GROWTH OF ENDEAVOR. 


“From the beginning the movement

quently he ts not adorned with “Rev.,” | 


was interdenominational, but as 
developed, other societies, denomina- 
tional in character, such as the Ep- 
worth League, Baptist Union and 
Luther League, have developed with 
it. The methods of work of all of 
these societies are practically the 
same. 

“The fundamental difference be- 
tween the ideals and methods of this 
modern young people's movement and 
‘those of the organizations that had 
preceded it was in the emphasis 
placed upon the element of religious 
obligation and the definite character 
of its committee work. It madg duty 
its key-note, not feeling or amuse- 
ment. The prayer-meeting was its 
heart, with the spiritual dynamie te 
inspire and energize all of its im- 
dividual and committee activities. 

“Thus the society became the mane 
val training school of the church, 
where young disciples learned how to 
speak by speaking and how to work 
by working. It has placed the young 
people at the front tn all movements 
for temperance, civic righteousness 
and moral reform. These are our 
high purposes in the Christian En- 
deavor Soctety: ~ 

“To keep our faces toward the light; 
to test new methods and try out new 
experiments, holding fast that which 
is good. 

“To recognize, but not magnify the 
new experiences of the youthful 


period, and in every 1 mate way 
through this period stress and 
strain, to hold our boys im normal re-

BRIGHT DENTED MIND 


TO BE KILLED. 


ASE No. 170,433 1s before the 
courts again. Medical science has 
failed to heal the criminally-sick 
mind that its considered one of the 
most brilliant: in the city to suffer 
such misfortune. Officially it is known 
only by number. Personally it is the 
case of R. J. Mulroney, attorney, 
jeweler, and student, who worked his 
way from an orphan to a man of 
wealth in 25 years, to be struck by a 
street car one afternoon in Chicago, 
and become a criminal.

in amounts ranging from $5 to $100, 
He waa then in business at No. 548 
South Spring street, a prosperous jew- 
eler. and a wizard at his work. Five 
vears before he had taken up the bus- 
iIness because of unfortunate loans on 
a jewelry store. In two years he was 
the marvel of the craftsmen in met- 
als. But the depression was already 
deep in his skull—the kick of a street 
ear in Chicago.

HE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 

Mayor Alexander went into office with : 
very little opposition. He will go out with- 
out any at all. He has not been personally 
dishonest or immoral, but the Goo Goos 
who surrounded and to an extent controlled 
him have often been either the one or the 
other, or both, and the result has not been 
of benefit to either the public finances, the 
public morals or the public prosperity. 

His principal failure has been with respect 
to the San Pedro harbor. It ought to be 
ready now to afford facilities for docking 
steamers of the largest class. Fortunately 
the eleventh-Your agreement between the 
city and the railroad companies may, if 
Mayor Rose presses harbor construction, as 
he doubtiess will, enable Los Angeles to 
receive the benefit of the Panama Canal at 
its opening. But no credit is due to ex- 
Mayor Alexander therefor. 

The Times did not favor the election of 
Mayor Rose. and it had not very willingly 
supported Alexander in his second cam- 
paign. It 4oyally supported Shenk, the 
nominee of the Municipal Conference. We 
did not find it necessary, in giving aid to 
Mr. Shenk, to descend into a cesspool and 
join the blackguard “contrumperies,” owned 
by Earl, in throwing dirt at Mr. Rose, nor 
could we consent to make vile charges and 
viler Innuendoes against the intelligent and 
virtuous women of this city to whom Rose 
is largely indebted for his election. 

The Times believes that our new Mayor 
ig an intelligent, honest and clean gentle- 
man, and that he will justify the confidence 
bestowed on him by his fellow-citizens, and 
administer the duties of his high office with 
an eye single to the public welfare.

If he 
recognizes this fact and is Influenced by 
it, as he doubtless will be, he will strongly 
entrench himself in such a position of 
power and influence as should be occupied 
by the chief executive of this great and 
prosperous city. 

It is assumed that Mayor Rose will see 
the advisability of speedily dispensing with 
the services of the water bandits, Hender- 
son and Graham, and favor measures that 
will secure to the city the benefits to which 
it is entitled from the completion of the 
Owens River Canal—the early sale of 
quantities of aqueduct irrigating water at 
fair prices, and the reaping of a great pub- 
lic revenue therefrom—without giving away 
to schemers and to outside communities ad- 
vantages t6 which they are not entitled, 
and which they neither demand nor expect 
to pay for. 

The Times extends to Mayor Rose the 
assurance of its confidence and respect, and 
will deem it an agreeable duty to support’ 
his administration in all public policies hav- 
ing for their alm popular rights, the im- 
partial enforcement of law and resultant 
good government. 


EWDANDS RECLAMATION BILL. 

If Congress would take one-half of the 
money it would save by not putting sugar 
and wool on the free list—eay fifty millions 
of dollars a year—and invest it for ten 
years as proposed in Senator Newlands’s 
river reclamation bill, it would add four bil- 
lions of dollars, or eight times the cost of 
the work, every year to the wealth of the 
country, and it would make prosperous the 
farmers, merchants, manufacturers, rail- 
roads, bankers, mechanics and unskilled 
laborers of the valleys of the Mississippi, 
the Missouri, the Ohio, the Rio Grande, the 
Colorado, the Snake, the Sacramento and 
their tributaries. 

Mr. Philip R. Kellar, in an article appear- 
ing in Waterways and Commerce, says: 
“The bill is considered one of the broadest 
and most comprehensive consé@rvation meas- 
ures ever drafted. By coupling all the-work 
proposed by it with the idea of promoting 
interstate commerce by means of navigable 
rivers, it brings within the constitutional 
limits of the Federal government such tasks 
as the drainage and reclamation of swamp 
lands, the irrigation of arid and semi-arid 
lands, the protection of forests and the elim- 
{ination of dangers from floods.” 

In order to bring the proposed legislation 
within constitutional limitations its avowed 
and its principal object is to control the 
flow of navigable waters for the purposes 
of navigation. But it Includes practically 
every use to which water can be put—such 
as drainage and reclamation of swamp 
lands, irrigation of arffi lands, power plants 
and forest reservation. . 

Waterways and Commerce says: . 

“There are more than 75,000,000 acres 
of swamp and overfiow lands scattered 
through thirty-six States and Terrt- 
tories. These lands are worthless, in 
addition to being disease-breeding spots 
that affect the public health. Reclaimed 
they would produce at the very lowest 

$30 worth per acre every year, or 

$2.250,000,000. There are between 50,- 

000,000 and 100,000,000 atres partially 

subject to overflow; thelr productive. 

ness would be increased by at least 
$10 per acre, or $500,000,000 per year at 

the lowest figures. There are 35,000,000 

acres of arid and semi-arid land which 


could be irrigated if the water in the | 
fxibutaries of the gavigaile trata was 
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stored at flood time and distributed dur- 
ing seasons of drought; these would 
produce at least $30 an acre, or $1,050,- 
000,000. The annual loss from forest 
fires, soil erosion, ote., is approximately 
$200,000,000. This makes the grand 
total] of $4,000,000,000 that would be 
saved annually if the Newlands bill is 
passed and its provisions carried into 
effect.” | 
This does not take into account the bene- 
fit to the public health, the increased trans- 
portation facilities due to better river nav- 
igation, and the added manufacturing in- 
dustries that such a vast increase in agrt- 
cultural productiveness would support.. 


Engineer George H. Maxwell, directo? of | 


the Pittsburgh Flood Commission, said of 
the Newlands bill: “It unites every aspect 
of conservation in a comprehensive plan 
that can be carried out by the Federal gov- 
ernment, for the benefit of the whole na- 
tion; and does it in the only constitutional 
way such a work can be done—under the 
policy of aiding interstate navigation and 
controlling, regulating and standardizing 
the flow of navigable rivers.” 

The only power that the nation has over 
navigable streams is for the purpose of im- 
proving their navigable quality in the in- 
terests of commerce and navigation. For 
all other purposes, such as irrigation or the 
generation. of electrical power, control is 
vested in the State. The State may not 
authorize power dams that would obstruct 
navigation, nor diversion dams and canals 
that would divert so much water as would 
make the stream unnavigable. The United 
States may not—as it was proposed to do 


-In the Connecticut River dam bill—take 


away from the State the right to control 
the construction and use of electrical power 
plants. 

Under the Newlands bill the nation is 
brought into harmonious co-operation with 
the States upon a basis profitable to the 
States, profitable to the nation, and that 
will prove of almost incalculable benefit to 
millions of people who will engage in agri- 
cultural, mechanical and commercial pur- 
suits on lands that are now swamp or arid. 

Southern California will be a large sharer 
in the benefits to be derived from the pas- 
sage of the Newlands bill. Under ft the 
flood waters of the Upper Colorado will be 
impounded and the flow of the river prac 
tically equalized throughout the year. The 
Wallapal and other valleys in Northern Art- 
zona now unpeopled will be made available 
for agriculture. The same may be said of 
valleys on the California side; the farmers 
in Imperial county will be relieved from ap- 
prehension of a shortage of water during 
the dry season and the swift running cur- 
rent of the river will be utilized for power 
plants that will pluck enough electricity 
from the ether to turn @very wheel and 
light every town within hundreds of miles 
of its banks. 


ABOR UNION LEGISLATION IS A 
FAIDURBE. 

Australia has been for years held up 
by the labor unions to the world as a 
shining example of the advantage of lJabor- 
union rule in polftics. At the last election 
there the Labor party—which had previously 
gained forty-four seats in Parliament in a 
total of seventy-five—ilost power and is in a 
minority, whereupon, in accordance with 
British usage, the Australian government 
resigned. The Labor party not only lost 
its majority in Parliament, but all its ref- 
erenda laws were rejected. There, as in 
some localities in this country, the labor- 
union party promised all sorts of prosperity 
if its candidates were elected to office, and 
there, as elsewhere, the men elected failed 
utterly to fulfill the high-raised expectations 
of ‘those who elected them. 

The labor unionites legislated exclusively 
for the benefit of their own class. They 
were so unmindful or disregardful of the 
rights of other classes that they_not only 
arranged al] other classes against them, but 
also lost the support of members of their 
own class who would not stand for the 
drastic and revolutionary laws that they 
proposed to enact. 

Among those laws rejected was one: for 
the compulsory arbitration of tndustria) dis- 
putes and another for the nationalization of 
monopolies. The labor-union cooks not only 
spoiled the broth, but they created in the 
public palate.a permanent ang irremediable 


distaste for any broth that they might con- 
coct. 

The Labor party promised the manufac- 
turers greater protection and then elected 
a free trader for its Premier. “It tried v@ 
rious forms,” says the New York Sun, “of 
progressive taxations for the readjustment 
of property relations, especially in ownership 
of real estate, and lost more than it gained.” 
Women vote in Australia, and failure to 
vote is punishable. Yet all women candt- 
dates were defeated, and the wives of work- 
men defeated the Labor party. 

They saw that times got harder as wages 
rose, and that under labor-union rule they 
suffered more than under the Liberals, who 
promised less, and nothing in particular to 
anybody. The courts ruled against the pro- 
gressives’ promises of the millennium, and 
the election seals the sad fact that individ- 
vals must work out their own destiny, even 
in Australia.” 

Never has Australia been in greater tur- 
moi] from strikes than during the rule of 
the Labor party, which was organized to 
prevent industrial disp 'tes. 

The Australians have been as happy as 
the disbursement of taxes could make them. 
They have tried pensions for the old and 
the sick, bonuses for babies, a Federal 
land tax, a government bank, compulsory 
military training, and government owner- 
ship of a long list of businesses which they 
have classed as public utilities. They have 
emulated Holy Hiram’s Legislature and 
have tried to link lower taxation with larger 
expenditures. They have failed, of course. 
It is not given even to closed-shop labor 
unionites to upset the multiplication table, 
either in Australia or California.

There was one patriotic clanse in the 
| Wilson-Underwood tariff law as it passed 
_ the House—just one—and the Senate com- 


l mittee has stricken it out. It was the clause 


that allowed a rebate of one-twentieth of 
the duties upon foreign goods tmported into 
this country in American registered ships. 
This clause would have aided to restore our 
lost merchant marine to the ocean. It 
would have had the same effect that a 
similar law had early in the last century. 
It would have violated no treaty and in- 
flicted no injustice upon any nation in the 
world. 

There could have been no reprisals. Eng- 
land and France and Germany could have 
inflicted none because the grain and meat 
and cotton we sell to Europe are carried 
there in foreign ships anyhow and generally 
admitted free of duty. If a duty should be 
inflicted on those articles it would not 
come out of the pockets of our American 
farmers. It would be added to the cost of 
them in Europe and paid by European con- 
sumers. | 

Why cannot our American legislators be 
possessed with a consciousness that our 
jaws, our policies, our institutions, our 
ways, our destiny are not European but 
American in their origin and their purpose? 
We should be just to all nations as we al- 
ways have been, but we need not mix up 
our policies with theirs, or defer to them 
to our own detriment. We owe nothing to 
their friendship and have no need to fear 
their displeasure. We are the wealthiest, 
the freest and the most powerful nation in 
| the world. Why not abide by Jefferson's 

maxim: “Friendship with all nations, en- 
tangling alliances with none?”

WATCHING SALES BAROMETER. 


BY C. E. GDSENBERG. 
It was Patrick Henry who sald: “I know 
of no better way of judging the future than 
by the past.” The “past” of any business 


institution is its record of canvasses, sales, 


salesman, territories and customers, actual 
and prospective. And any business. man 


needs a system of recording the present and 
comparing it with the past in order that he 
may know “where he is going” and what 
the “weather” will be like 

A business grows great or dies as the 
sales barometer rises or falls and the only 
thing that can ward off disaster or make 
a small success a big one is ACCURATE 
KNOWLEDGE. 

To know what to do instantly when con- 
fronted by a problem is what marks the 
difference between the who has a 
comprehensive grip upon bis affairs and the 
man who haan’t. 

It costs more to advertise some goods 
than it does to make them, the selling ex- 
pense upon some is more than the cost of 
manufacture. This is an economic waste 
and a waste benefits no one. With the right 
degree of knowledge, selling expense is 
lessened, and everybody .is benefited. 

Whether it is a-business that depends 
only upon local sales or an immense cor- 
poration with a nation-wide distribution, the 
selling problem differs only in-~ degree. 
Basically it is the same and requires know!l- 
edge of men, records of efficiency—or in- 
efficiency—customers’ peculiarities and par- 
ticular needs, when to solicit and when to 
— away, how much to sell certain individ- 
uals. 

This knowledge cannot be bought, it 
must be developed day by day, sorted, 
analyzed, sifted, saved and stored for fu- 
ture consultation and use. And it must be 
accessible at once. A dictionary would be 
of small use if the words were not arranged 
alphabetically. 

Sales records are of little value unless 
they are comparative. To say that Henry 
Jones and Company bought $500 worth of 
goods last month means absolutely nothing 
unless you can also know how much they 
purchased the month before or the same 
month last year. 

When a man knows where every sales- 
man is every day, how much he sold and 
to whom, where he weakens and where he 
comes through strong, what his expense 
has been for any given day or month, what 
lines are particularly strong in certain ter- 
ritories, who his most valuable men are, 
why orders have been lost, whether a pros- 
pect has been followed up properly, cus- 
tomers that are shaky, customers that have 
been flirting with some other line, when 
to switch a man into another fleld, when 
to let up following a “dead one,” what per- 
centage each man’s talary is of his sales, 
how to route each man the most efficiently 
and most economically, when to praise, 
when to admonish—then he has knowledge; 
and knowledge means SUCCESS. 

As it is natural to ask the question: “Can 
this article be sold?” in the same 
breath we ask “And what is the profit?” 
You then place the sales manager and his 
department in the highest position and re- 
sponsibility of any department, as they 
are the profit producers. As a _ profit 
producer the sales manager has his prob- 
lems. He must solve the problem of distri- 
bution, in other words, get at the source 
of demand. He must be a good buyer, for 
he must know whether the article presented 
to him for distribution is bought right. He 
must be a good credit man. He must be 
even as good or better credit man than 
the regular credit man, for the reason that 
he, through keeping in close touch with his 
men, sometimes is in a better position te 
state whether a customer shall be extended 
credit or not. At the same time, the sales 
manager and the credit man must work 
in harmony, and we hardly believe that any 
one will dispute us when we say that a 
credit man is to determine whether or not 
credit is to be extended, but that a sales 
manager from information given him by his 
men can give the credit man a great 
amount of information that a credit rating 
report does not show. 


A man’s financial standing in relation to 
his bank account is not always the best 
risk. We can all of us point to sales that 
we make to individuals or concerns of small 
means, who receive more credit from the 
house than they would ordinarily be en- 
titled to from the credit-rating agencies, 
because the sales department is organized 
to the point where the salesman and the 
sales manager know their man. They know 
the man for his character and ability, and 
in this manner the sales manager assists 
the credit man in doing a large business for 
the house, because the personal contact of 
the salesman and the sales manager with 
his customers gives him an inside knowl 
edge of affairs, which cannot be obtained in 
any manner except through personal con- 
tact. 

An efficient sales department needs the 
co-operation of all the aforesaid depart- 
ments, and to secure the best co-operation 
it must be understood at the beginning that 
all these departments must be made sales 
factors. They must be made to realize that 
poor service in their departments handi- 
caps the sales department, and the better 
the service they render, the greater the 
sales department grows, which growth as 
sists each individual In these various de- 
partments to strengthen themselveg, as a 
sales factor, which makes them of more 
value to the house in serviee and to them- 
selves in dollars and cents. 


Mystery of the Grand Canyon, 

[Leslie’s:] “How do you explain it?” in- 
quired one on meeting Sir John Murray, the 
eminent English geologist and president 
of the Royal Geographical Society. This 
was briefly the answer, though not In his 
words: “@n either sidevsof the wide’ plain 
extending from sixty to 100 miles to the 
right and left of the canyon, evidences of 
severe volcanic action are visible. In the 
center was a plateau, but you now look 
down upon it as the vast chasm of the can- 
yon. Thrice the volcanic forces of nature, 
operating on either side, violently and with 
tremendous power, forced this plateau up- 
ward until finally in one cyclopic, tremen- 
dous upheaval the plateau parted, and the 
Grand Canyon, the wonder and mystery of 
the world, was born. Imagine a loaf of 
dough rising silently under the continuous 
pressure of the yeast until finally the crust 
is broken and the loaf divided into two. 
Then look at this broken crust of mother 
earth. In the early days a vast area em- 
bracing a great portion of the interior of 
the American continent was covered with 
water. It was a great sea. All over the 
canyon, fossil oyster shells proved this con- 
tention. The Grand Canyon opened, the 
waters of the inland sea rushed through in 
a tearihe flood and carved the fantastic 
forms you now see.” 

The questioner further inquired of Sir 
John: “No doubt this was all very remote, 
in the early ages of the world?” 

“Oh, no,” said Sir John. “Modern, quite 
modern—not more than twenty or thirty 
million years ago!”

MILITARISM 
IS CHARGED: 


Pasadena School Principal 
Starts Miniature Storm. 


Discharging Woman Teacher 
Ts the Offense Alleged. 


Crown City Wants Branch of 
State Highway. 


PASADENA, July 8-—Jerome 0. 
Cress, who last fall was appointed 
to succeed Le Roy D. Ely as principal 
of the Pasadena High School, after a 
protest over Ely's removal by the 
Board of Education that resulted in 
the stormiest mass meeting ever held 
in the city, was yesterday charged 
with militarism in High School af- 
fairs. He was grilled by Walter A. 
Badwards and former Judge @ A. 
Gibbs, who appeared with a petition 
at the initial session of the new school 
board, held at the rooms of the Board 
of Education tn the Chamber of 


Commerce building, late in the after- 
noon. 

The petition is one asking for the 
reinstatement of Miss Margaret Stew- 
art as teacher of oral expression at 
the High School. She was not re- 
appointed for next year by the board 

use she declined to accept the 
alternative given her of filing her res- 
ignation with it so that she might be 
dropped without difficulty tn case her 
services should prove unsatisfactory. 
She was charged with incompetency. 
There are but six signatures to the 
petition on which the board deferred 
action until Cross shall have returned 
from Salt Lake City, where he went 
te attend the annual meeting of the 
National ‘Educational Association. 

“I don’t think it is right that a 
- gehool principal should be permitted 
to diecharge a teacher,” said 
wards. “The teachers at the High 
School are intelligent, cultured peo-

establishments. They are professional! 
men and women. I submit to you 
that the schools of Pasadena should 
not be run on any such military plan.” 

“The Committee on Instruction con- 
sidered the matter thoroughly,” said 
I. N. Smith, the only member of the 
old board who will sit with the new 
one. “It was concluded by Mr. Cross 
and the committee that Miss Stew- 
art’s services were not satisfactory. 
We thought, however, that they might 
improve next year and so to give her 
an opportunity to remain a member 
of the faculty longer and at the 
game time to protect the board from 
any chance of a contest before the 
County Superintendent of Schools in 
case her services should not be satis- 
factory, we told her that if she would 
tender her resignation she would be 
re-elected; if not, she wouldn't. The 
Committee on Instruction was fully 
advised. Mr. Cross did not act in- 
dependently of it.” 

Cross, who, when he arrived, was 
looked upon somewhat as an inter- 
loper by the student body, which was 
attached to Ely,. has become even 
more popular than his predecessor 
with the students and the public gen- 
erally. Yesterday’s was the first com- 
plaint of any kind that has been 
made as to the manner in which the 
High School is conducted since he was 
placed at the head of it. 

The petition that was filed yester- 

day follows: 
“The undersigned, as we 
are assured the wishes of a great 
many citizens of Pasadena, respect- 
fully request that you appoint Miss 
Margaret Stewart to succeed herself 
as teacher of oral expression in the 
Pasadena High School. We have been 
informed personally by the principal 
of the High Schoo! that no teacher 
for the department has been selected, 
that so far as he knows no one has 
been considered for the place, and 
that there is no intention on his part 
or on that of the board to discon- 
tinue thie important department. It 
has been rumored that the purpose of 
the administration would be to dis- 
continue the department of oral ex- 
pression as a separate subject and 
place it under the control of the Eng- 
lish department. The principal has 
told us that no such purpose exists 
of which he is aware, and that it 
would not be feasible because there 
is no one in the English department 
fitted for the work. 

“On the Sth of June Miss Stewart 
was notified by the superintendent, on 
behalf of the board, that she would 
be continued in her position as teach- 
er of oral expression, but upon the 
condition that she should at once 
place her letter of resignation in the 
hands of a designated member of the 
board. 

“In view of her many years of suc- 
cessful service thie seemed to her, 
and it seems te us, an unreasonable 
condition, and she quite properly de- 
elined to accede to it. The request 
that we make of your honorable body 
ts that you renew the offer to Miss

ORANGE OCOUNTY PROSECUTOR 


SETS INQUIRY ON FOOT, 


Appellate Court Reversed Decision 
of Jury on Grounds and New Trial 
Is in Prospect—Assessor’s Report 
Shows Increase of County Wealth 
Exceeding Three Million Dollars. 


SANTA ANA, July 17.—Deputy 
District Attorney A. E. Koepsel today 
learned that two of the principal 
witnesses against R. C. Macdonald, 
school principal, sentenced to twenty- 
five years in San Quentin, who will 
probably get a new trial, have left 
the State and are now somewhere in 
Colorado. One of these witnesses is 
Helen Hambelton, the 14-year-old 
girl whom Macdonald is alleged to 
have wronged and the other is the 
girl’s mother, Mrs. Dora Hambelton, 

They lived at No. 1039 West Third 
street. The house has been sold and 
is now vacant. Neighbors told Koep- 
sel that the family moved to Colorado 
two weeks ago. 

The departure of ghe family, to- 
gether with information received that 
Mrs. Hambelton had declared that 
she was unwilling to go on the stand 
against Macdonald again, has caused 
the District Attorney's office to start 
an investigation to locate the woman 
and her daughter. 

Macdonald is now in San Quentin 
The Appellate Court recently granted 
him a new trial because Judge West 
in reprimanding Attorney Epsteen of 
San Francisco, stated that the de- 
meanor of the girl on the witness 
stand was “mode&t.” The Supreme 
Court has been asked for a re-hear- 
ing.

Venice Police Say 
Imbecile 


“Helfinstine” Only an Alias 
of Drug Fiend. 


Cincinnati Officials Ridicule 
Harrowing Tales. 


VENICE, July 7.—George Washing- 
ton Allen will tomorrow be com- 
mitted by Justice Rennie to the Coun- 
ty Hospital on an insanity warrant. 
Instead of being the murderer of from 
five to twelve persons as he at first 
claims, he is only a harmiess luna- 
tic, driven insane by drink and co- 
caine, according to the verdict of phy- 
sicilans who examined him Re- 
ports. from Ohio contradict every 
phase of the remarkable story he told 
while claiming to be Simon P. Hel- 
finstine. The justice, Chief Lingo and 
every doctor who has examined Allen 
think him Insane. 

To an ever-widening circle of awed 
reporters and policemen today, Allen 
increased his circle of prevarication, 
and claimed to be the author of a few 
more murders in his native State of 


Ohio. He enlarged on the details and 
Zioated in the harrowing tales of 
blood. An hour afterwards he said 


“it was all a joke, but he had played 
a trick on the Japs.” He referred to 
the two curio auction store proprie- 
tors to whom he had given fictitious 
checks the day before. Allen  at- 
tempted to choke himself by hanging 
with a handkerchief this morning, 
Chief Lingo cutting him down be- 
fore he lost consciousness. He will 
probably be committed to Patton. 

Considerable room for doubt is 
created in the mind of the District 
Attorney by the queer alleged confes- 
sion of Simon P. Helfinstine, who sur- 
rendered to the Venice police Sunday, 
stating he is a wholesale murderer. 

“I have made a slight investiga- 
tion,” said Asst. Dist.-Atty. Ford yes- 
terday, “which makes me think the 
man is a monomaniac on the subject 
of crime. Of course, we shall com- 
municate with the authorities tn the 
various cities where Helfinstine says 
he committed murder to ascertain if 
his story is corroborated.

DRILL OFFICERS 
BY COMPANIES. 


Big Camp at Santa Cruz Is 
Formally Opened. 


Will Add to Efficiency of 
California Militia. 


Institution First of Its Kind 
in United States. 


(SY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

SANTA CRUZ, July 
Dispatch. ] With 425 non-com- 
missioned officers and 115 commis- 
sioned officers of the National Guard 
of California already reported for 
duty, what is said to be the first camp 
of ingtruction for officers of the or- 
ganized militia ever held in the United 
States opened here this morning. The 
encampment, which is to be held 
Diennially and on the years when 
there are no field maneuvers, has been 
established at Laveaga Park, on the 
outskirts of the city, a tract of land 
that the State holds an interest in for 
school or military purposes,and Adjt.- 
Gen. Bdwin A. Forbes is authority 
for the statement that this will be 
the permanent site for a camp of sim- 
flar nature hereafter to be held every 
two years. 

WORK IS IMPORTANT. 


From a military standpoint the en- 
campment is one of the most impor- 
tant innovations ever started by the 
State. It is for the purpose of giv- 
ing both officers and “noncoms” thor- 
ough and painstaking instruction in 
field work—instruction that will re- 
sult, it is believed, in a tremendous 
added efficiency of the guard, inas- 
much as the officers will take back 
to their commands technica! informa- 
tion given them for a period of more 
than two weeks by officers of the 
regular army, who have been espe- 
clally selected from posts throughout 
the western department for their pe- 
cullar aptitude for such work. 

Adjt.-Gen. Forbes is commanding 
officer of the camp, with Maj, Graves, 
US.A., Ft. Douglas, Utah, in com- 
mand of regular troops, and Col. 
Ebert, chief surgeon of the western 
department of the army, in charge of 
all medical officers of the regular mili- 
tary organization. There are sixteen 
regular officers at the camp acting as 
Instructors, besides a large number of 
non-comm oned instructors from 
the army. Troop M, First Cavalry, a 
detachment of cooks and bakers from 
the. Presidio of San Francisco, and 
Field Company No. 2, and Ambulance 
Company No. 2, from the same post, 
are in the camp to assist in the work 
of instruction. The camp is divided 
into threo divisions, infantry, cavalry 
and medical corps. It is a model of 
camp sanitation. There is running 
water piped in, shower baths for the 
men, and every convenience possible 
that add to the comfort and safe- 

the health of the soldiers. 
FORM FIVE COMPANIES. 


Five companies composed of. non- 
commissioned officers have been 
formed, and one company of com- 
be 
drilled daily and instructed for sev- 
eral hours by regular officers who are 
here from Vancouver Barracks. 
Washington; Ft. Douglas, 4!tah; the 
Presidio of San Francisco, and other 
posts. Sanitation, the drawing of ra- 
tions, map work, and last, but not 
least, good, hard drilling each day 
to assist in accuracy, will be part of 
the programme of tnstruction. 

“I believe,” Adjt.-Gen. Forbes said 
today, “that when these men go back 
to their commands, and begin to put 
Into practice some of the things they 
learn here; when they begin drilling 
their own knowledge into the men im- 
mediately under their command, that 
within three months we will see 20 
per cent. of added efficiency in the 
rank and file of the California Na- 
tional Guard. This is a far bigger 
thing than most people, and even mil- 
itary people, realize.” 

HOLD MORNING DRILL, 


At 6:20 o'clock this morning the 
officers and enlisted men were put 
through their first paces by the regu- 
lar officers. A drill, consisting of 


sighting and aiming, and by squad 


formation for the tnfantry, that lasted 
until noon, was gone through, and it 
was only until after the noon mess 
that the officers and men were al- 
towed freedom to go down town. 
The newly-organized field hospital 
corps from Los Angeles and the am- 
bulance company from Napa are here 
for duty, and they are being given 
practical demonstrations of the work 
expected of them in time of war by 
the hospital and ambulance company 
from the Presidio at San Francisco.

As Inepector of Public Works Han- 
een receives a salary of $300 a month. 
The former chief deputy City Engi- 
neer, J. W. Johnson, who resigned 
last week, received a salary of $250. 
By Hansen retaining his former posi- 
tion, In connection with his new du- 
thes, he will retain his $300 salary. 

A secrétary to the City Engineer, 
who shall be an engineer, is to be 
appointed, but no announcement has 
yet been made as to the selection. 


; BIG JOB AHEAD. 
NEW COMMISSION'S WORK. 
Dr. Millbank. Johnson, head of the. 


recentiy created Municipal Charities 
Commission, was before the Finance 
Committee of the City Council yester- 
day to discuss plans for the work of 
the commission and its finances. When 
departing he made a statement that 
probably no other city commission can 
make, to the effect that the Finance 
Committee has granted everything the 
commission desires. 

Dr. Johnson stated that the com- 
miasion fully realizes the enormous 
task that is before it in getting the 

_@ity’s charities organized on a con- 
servative and just basis, that 
much thought and time are to be giv- 
en to this field of labor. 

Tts first efforts will be to secure an 
effective working organization, and to 
this"end he asked that a change be 
made in the ordinance authcrizing the 
commission and its work, so that in- 
stead of a secretary and stenographer 
there shall be employed an investigat- 
ing agent and a record clerk. The 
former is to receive $100 per month 
and the latter $75 per month. This’ 
will be recommended by the Finance 
Committee. 

Miss C. McLemore, now general sec- 
retary of the Y.W.C.A. of New Or- 
leans, is to be the investigating agent, 
and Miss L. EB. Walsh of this city. 
Gaughter of William P. Walsh of the 
government secret service at Wash- 
ington, D. C., will be the record clerk. 
Both have had wide experience in thetr 
perticular lines of work. They will 
assume their new duties August 1. 

The immediate important work of 
the Municipal Charities. Commission 
will be to consider the applications of 
various charity organizations for re- 
@uction tn their city assessments. The 
“Board of Equalization will turn over 
to this commission all such applica- 
tions, and it ie desired that any organ- 
fzation intending to make application 
for reductions file immediately h 
requests. with full details of thir 
work. It is estimated that more t 
$400,000 will be Involved In these re- 
ductions. 

The next important step will be a 
consideration of the division of the 
funds to be appropriated by the city 
for charitable purposes. Th@ new 
fiscal budget contains an item of $13,- 
600 for such purposes. Heretofore 
the Council has decided upon the ap- 
propriations to be made to the various 
charities of the city. 

The new commission wil! thorough- 
ly investigate the work being done by 
each institution or organization re- 
celving city funds, with the purpose 
of weeding out those where there is 
an overlapping of work and an expend- 
fture that is not justified by the re- 
gults. It will also undertake to as- 
eertain the fields not now covered by 
charity work, so that there may be a 
more just distribution of money and 
effort. 

One of the chief features of the new 
work will be the establishment of a 
free municipal employment bureau at 
the earliest poesible date. The com- 
gafesion believes that it will be ablay

GAS-RATE FIGHT ON. 


Santa Barbara Charges Company 

With Trying to Force Public to Use 

Electricity. 

The question of what would be con- 
sidered a reasonable price for gas in 
Santa Barbara was argued before 


Judge Wellborn in the United States 
District Court yesterday, in the action 
brought by the Santa Barbara Gas 
and Electric Gompany against the 
Santa Barbara City Council and Mayor 
Elmer J. Boeseke to restrain enforce- 
ment of an ordinance fixing the rate 
at $1 a thousand feet. 

It was claimed on behalf of the 
gas-making corporation that the new 
rate is unreasonable, unjust and con- 
fiscatory; that it will not make the 
proper allowance for the cost of the 
manufacture of gas, -he loss by de- 
Preciation, taxes and a fair return 
for the amount of money invested, 
given as $377,428.76; and it was fur- 
ther alleged that the plant operated 
at an actual cost under the dollar 
ordinance. 

On the part of the city it was al- 
leged that the\$1.25 per 1000 feet 
asked by the corporation is unjust 
and exorbitant; that the value of the 
plant is mot more than one-half of 
the amount stated; that, instead of 
losing money, the company is making 
as high as 19 per cent. on tts invest- 
ment; that the complaining corpora- 
tion was pushing a campaign to in- 
duce users to employ electricity in- 
stead of gas for illuminating pur- 
poses, so as to discourage the use of 
gas and substitute electricity, for 
which they charged 10 cents per kilo- 
watt. The argument will be con- 
cluded today.

Judge Weliborn sald he would not 
countenance any officer of the gov- 
ernment depriving a defendant of his 
substantial righta, and this might be 
an instance of that sort. It was ar- 
gued that Jennero was no violator of 
the law, as he was found in the 
house in the course of his regular 
employment by the police.

Yesterday, the trustees, Willard H., 
Charles D. and Ezra 'T. Stimson, filed 
their report for final distribution to 
the children and grandchildren of 
Stimson. The proportion is one- 
twelfth to each, namely, Willard H., 
Charles D. and Fred-S. Stimson, the 
latter of Seattle, children of Stimson; 
Charles W. Stimson, Seattle; Louis D. 
Fay, Loyalton; Annie Fay Leeds and 
Clarence 8. Fay of this city; Thomas 
D., Dorothy P., Achsah and Harold 
Stimson of Seattle. 

The report shows gross receipts 
$1.780,.389.33; disbursements, $1,749,- 
220.46: cash, $31,168.87. The latter 
sum represents the remainder on hand 
for distribution. The real estate which 
has been held in trust by the trus- 
tees for fourteen years, includes the 
Douglas building, Third and Spring 
streets: Brode Block, No. 237 South 
Spring street; Onelda building, No. 313 
South Spring street; Muskegon and 
Spencer lease, Third and Broadway; 
Allen fiats, Seventh and Spring 
streets: Adams street property; James 
Spencer lease, and property at Seat- 
tle. Stimson held stock in the Au- 
ditoritum Association, Tomahawk Land 
Company, Land, Log & Lumber Com- 
pany and the Minnequa Dam Com- 
pany. 

The inventory of the estate of Eliz- 
abeth Butler Gage filed yesterday 
gives the value at $291,734.85. The 
largest item is $145,800 capital stock 
of the Pacific Lumber Company.
